French Fears Can 
Snag NATO Program 
A 
EUROPEAN army with German units 
participating is not yet a reality. But 
it has advanced a significant step closer to 
that stage with the formal endorsement of 
the plan by the North Atlantic Treaty Or­ 
ganization in Lisbon. 
The idea of a six-nation army that would 
include Western Germany was born 
in 
France. 
Negotiations looking toward its 
creation began last summer, and proceeded 
fairly smoothly for several months. 
But 
then serious snags developed in both Ger­ 
many and France. 
In Germany, the difficulty is that the 
Bonn 
government 
demands 
conditions 
which add up to political 
equality 
and 
greater independence. The Germans, van­ 
quished though they were in World WTar 
II, see the paradox in their being asked to 
contribute to the defense of free Europe 
without sharing equally in its privileges. 
There may be a u d a city , even arrogance, 
in a defeated nation’s boldly 
calling 
for 
equal status a mere six and a half years 
since it fell in the dust. But there is also an 
inexorable logic in it. 
How can w*e con­ 
vince the Germans that they should be our 
“partners” in m ilitary matters only? 
As for France, the problem is simply 
fear of a rearm ed Germany. Torn by this 
fear and the counter-balancing necessity 
to have German strength thrown into the 
scales against Communism, the French de- 
‘ vised tile Pleven plan 
for 
a 
European 
army. 
On its face, this appears a far-seeing 
gesture aimed at the ultimate unity of Eu­ 
rope. But from the French viewpoint it is 
primarily a compromise between fear and 
reality. It is a way of gaining the Ger­ 
man strength for the free nations without 
exposing France to the dangers of an in­ 
dependent German military force operat­ 
ing under its own general staff. 
This inherent contradiction in the French 
attitude has become increasingly apparent 
in recent months. The French National As­ 
sembly now has approved the European 
army with German elements, but not with­ 
out conditions that would gravely 
slow 
down the program. 
Nothing yet done by NATO at Lisbon, 
nothing yet on the European horizon any- 
wnere indicates an easy solution to these 
German and French puzzles. Deft and deli­ 
cate use of the arts of statesmanship will 
be needed to win Germany’s support with­ 
out yielding more than seems wise to offer 
a nation still unproved as a member of the 
democratic family. 
By the same token, much m ust still be 
done to outweigh French fears of the Ger­ 
man in uniform. There is a feeling in many 
circles that France will continue to pose 
new obstacles as present ones are cleared 
away. 
The main purpose of French politicians 
appears to be to put off the hard day of 
reckoning when Germans actually must be 
allowed to shoulder guns again. 
Nevertheless, it is hardly possible that 
Finance can now reserve itself 
and 
turn 
away from a European army with German 
representation. As a member of NATO it 
has given its official stamp to the project. 
Henceforth the seal thus placed upon the 
plan by France and the other NATO powd­ 
ers cannot help but serve as a pressure up­ 
on them to execute their commitments—to 
make the army a reality. 
If this action in Lisbon is indeed to be 
seen by the world as more than a hollow 
gesture, the. NATO countries most directly 
concerned must now proceed with prompt­ 
itude to demolish the French and Ger­ 
man barriers standing in the way. 
The European army plan was conceived 
in fear. But it cannot be translated into life 
with so negative a handicap. Having em­ 
braced the program, the free nations of 
NATO must now infuse it with tough sub­ 
stance and endow it with all the high and 
positive purpose it merits as a contribution 
toward the unity of Europe. 


The bus company has reported an oper­ 
ating loss of $6,000 last year.

previous occasions maintenance of the bus 
service was under similar jeopardy. 
A 
change in ownership two years ago fore 
stalled discontinuance of the service. 
The problem is more serious now than 
before because the record of unprofitable 
Operation under several managements is 
not 
likely 
to 
attract 
any 
prospective 
purchasers. 
It is obvious, as the present manage­ 
ment has pointed out, 
that further in­ 
creases in the fare will not solve the prob­ 
lem. On ihe contrary, new’ fare hikes would 
almost certainly destroy the business. 
If 
sufficient passengers to meet operating ex­ 
penses cannot be attracted to the buses at 
a 15c local fare, it is fairly certain that they 
will not be attracted at a higher rate. 
The crux of the problem is simply that 
there are not enough people who ride the 
buses regularly to make the franchise a 
profitable one. 
A public transportation system, 
how­ 
ever. is important to Escanaba. If the serv­ 
ice is discontinued—and that seems ex­ 
trem ely likely now—the loss of the serv­ 
ice will be keenly felt by a lot of people. 
There is no easy solution to the prob­ 
lem. Perhaps there is no solution at all. It 
is not likely that the city itself will come to 
the rescue of the bus company by means of 
subsidy. There is a question of legality of 
sue haction, even if the city council were 
inclined to go along on such a plan. At the 
moment, we doubt that the council would 
give such a proposal more than a passing 
thought. 


John Marshall 
Said It All 
K 
ARL MARX, the intellectual father of 
Communism, devised a ten-plank plat­ 
form whereby, he believed, the capitalistic 
or free enterprise economic system, 
with 
its right of private ownership of property, 
could be destroyed. 
Two of these plans 
dealt w ith taxation and ran as follows: I. 
A heavy progressive or graduated income 
tax. 2. Abolition of all right of inheritance 
—that is, a IOO per cent inheritance tax. 
We have not yet reached the entire Com­ 
munist objective, but we have come an 
ominously long way along the road. Today 
the tax on individual incomes runs to a 
high of 92 per cent—and its minimum is 
22.2 per cent on incomes of not over $2,000. 
The corporation tax is 52 per cent, to which 
30 
per cent more is added for so-called 
“excess profits.” And the inheritance taxes 
are very steep. 
It is this situation which has stirred up 
so m uch support 
for 
a 
constitutional 
am endm ent to limit the taxing power of 
Congress. The proposed am endm ent fixes 
the rate at 25 per cent, and provides that 
it can be raised to a higher level in the 
event of such an emergency as war. 
Destruction of free enterprise and truly 
representative government can be accom­ 
plished by drying up the 
economic 
re­ 
sources that maintain them . That is what 
our insane fiscal policy is doing now. John 
M arshall said it all when he said that the 
power to tax is the power to destroy.

WASHINGTON—President Truman had 
a frank exchange the other day with Cath­ 
olic Congressman Clement Zablocki 
of 
Wisconsin 
regarding 
Trum an’s blast at 
Dictator Franco of Spain. 
Congressman 
Zablocki didn’t approve of the President’s 
action and bluntly said so. 
“It was most unfortunate that your re­ 
m arks were made about the same time that 
General Eisenhower also spoke out against 
Spain,” declared the Wisconsin legislator. 
“I naturally feel that we are going to get 
m ore out of the dollars we spend for aid­ 
ing Atlantic Pact nations if Spain belongs 
to the pact. I agree that conditions in Spain 
are none too happy, but Yugoslavia isn’t a 
democracy either and yet we have given 
Tito millions in aid.” 
Trum an replied that his criticism was 
directed solelj’ at Franco and not at the 
Spanish people. 
Franco was chiefly re 
sponsible for the “intolerance” suffered by 
w hat he called “that minority of minor 
ities”—about 30,000 Spanish Protestants. 
“In some parts of Spain Protestants can’ 
even bury their dead during the day or 
m ark their graves with tombstones for fear 
of inciting demonstrations,” declared T ru­ 
man. “Dictatorships encourage that sort of 
thing.” 
Zoblocki agreed the situation was "re­ 
grettable,” but added: 
“We have the problem right here in the 
United States. Catholics, Jews and Ne­ 
groes, or, for that m atter, anybody w ith a 
foreign-sounding name, are badly treated 
in our Ku Klux areas. We have been read­ 
ing lately about ruffians stoning syna­ 
gogues.” 
“Unfortunately, 
that 
is 
true,” agreed 
Trum an, but went on to point out that he, 
as President, was doing everything pos­ 
sible to stamp out intolerance while Franco 
w asn’t lifting a finger.

Seborrhea is com­ 
monly divided into two varieties; one, dry 
seborrhea, or dandruff, and the other, oily 
seborrhea. 
Both of these conditions are 
more common in the scalp than elsewhere, 
but may extend down to 
the 
eyebrows, 
face, and even other parts of the body. 
In oily seborrhea, the hair and scalp feel 
greasy and are hard to keep clean because 
dirt floating in the air sticks, and the hair 
follicles tend to clog up with oil and tiny 
scales of skin, dirt and the like. This cer­ 
tainly does not make for healthy scalp or 
hair. 
What is responsible for either form of 
seborrnea has not been determ ined. 
No 
living parasite or germ has been identified, 
though there are reasons to believe 
that 
some kind of infection may be at least par­ 
tially at fault. However, seborrhea of eith­ 
er kind commonly starts after the general 
health has been lowered by such things as 
infection or fatigue. 
Anemia, constipation, indigestion, lack of 
fresh air and exercise, and the wearing of 
stiff and ili-ventilated hats are also be­ 
lieved to contribute to the development of 
•eborrhee. All these can be considered as 
predisposing causes.

Also such conditions as anemia or 
constipation should be taken care of. 
O ther than such obvious lines of attack, 
treatm ent is aimed at improving the gen­ 
eral health and at local treatment of the 
scalp and involved skin itself. 
In the first category, open-air exercise 
and sunlight are often helpful. Tonics and 
nutritious food, 
cod-liver oil, 
adequate 
sleep, and any other measures aimed al 
im proving the general physique are worth­ 
while.

treatm ent of seborrhea in­ 
volves first the removal of the crusts and 
accumulated fatty m aterial and later use of 
stim ulating applications. The removal of 
the crusts and debris at first may be ac­ 
companied by the loss of a good deal of 
hair. 
The fatty accumulations are first soak­ 
ed with some oily fluid to aid in removal. 
This is followed by thorough and frequent 
washing with soap and water. 
Sulphur, resorcin, salicylic acid and m er­ 
cury preparations are frequently used in 
the form of ointments or lotions after the 
rem oval of the scales. The condition fre­ 
quently resists treatm ent and

SEARCH FOR POWER—The Escanaba 
community is in the peculiar position of 
being an unwanted electric customer. 
It is one of the largest users of electric 
power in the Upper Peninsula and the city 
has its own electric distribution system. 
For many years the city has purchased 
current wholesale under long: term con­ 
tract from the Upper Michigan Power St 
Light Company, now’ a subsidiary1 of the 
Mead Corporation. The present contract 
will expire in 1958. 
W ithin the past year the company in­ 
formed the ctiy that it no longer wishes to 
supply die city with power. The city had 
better start looking elsewhere for its elec­ 
tricity before 1958. 
The question before the Escanaba oity 
council is one not quickly or easily solved 
—particularly since there are 
no 
other 
sources of electric power within the im­ 
m ediate area. 
*

• 
ONE CHEAP SOURCE—The search for 
electric energy is, however, not 
entirely 
peculiar to the Escanaba community. It is 
regional in its vexing problem. 
The M arquette area has been plagued by 
power shortages for m any years. Some hy­ 
droelectric output, supplementing electrici­ 
ty produced by other forms of power, has 
eked out supply for the area by a slender 
margin. 
The Upper Peninsula may have lost 
population 
and 
its industries may be 
dwindling, but there remains the healthy 
condition of economy manifest by in­ 
creasing electrical consumption. 
The cheapest source of power to gen­ 
erate electric current is water. U nfortun­ 
ately the Escanaba river, already harness­ 
ed by the Upper Peninsula Power & Light 
company, is limited in power capacity.

THE VAST TAHQUAMENON— While the 
Escanaba is the only large river in the cen­ 
tral U. P. section and the Menominee and 
other rivers to the south and west are al­ 
ready developed for power output, there is 
one of the larger rivers to the east still un­ 
obstructed by a single power dam. 
It 
is the 
vast Tahquamenon, heading 
northwest 
of 
Newberry 
and 
flowing 
strongly and steadily eostward to tum ble 
over two falls and empty into W hitefish 
Bay on Lake Superior. 
The river’s many tributaries rising In 
forest and swamp give the Tahquamenon 
flowage with little 
seasonal 
variation. 
For much of its swamp-bordered length 
there are no cabins or cottages, no farms 
or other developments that

NEW YORK—T here 
seem? 
to 
be a considerable dogfight in pro­ 
gress h ere in New Y ork state over 
the M etcalf-H atch bill, which is 
sim ply a m easure to 
allow 
the 
state to drain the anim al pounds 
of their strayed or unlicensed an i­ 
mals for use in m edical research. 
Dogs th a t would be destroyed u n ­ 
less claim ed would go to quali­ 
fied laboratories for ex p erim en ta­ 
tion. 
Right h ere is as far as you have 
to go for the howl to arise, and 
not from the anim als. I can think 
offhand of no more poten t small 
lobby th a n the ariti-vivisectionists, 
who have made a large hue and 
cry 
ev er 
since I can rem em ber 
about to rtu re cham bers and poor 
little Fido and the unfeeling brutes 
who sadistically tied him 
down 
and chopped him up— for fun. I 
guess, or so the an ti-v iv s would 
have it. 
Right here I must say that the 
personal record is clear on dogs. 
I am dog poor. Nobody is taking 
any pooch of mine off 
to 
any 
pound, or to any laboratory, except 
over th e cold carcass of the m as­ 
ter of th e hounds. B ut my beasts 
are licensed and eat b e tte r than 
I do and crowd me out of the sack 
and are not public charges. 
Dogs Need People 
But a dog needs a g reat deal of 
care and understanding to be a 
w orthy m em ber of 
society. 
Un­ 
fortunately. as soon as you turn 
him loose w ithout proper care he 
fares ill. I can think of no more 
m iserable living anim al th an a dis­ 
placed dog. because, w hile persons 
do not alw ays need a dog, there 
has n ev er been a dog th a t didn’t 
need a person. 
The m angy, starved, 
bedrag­ 
gled m u tt that w inds up in the 
dogcatcher's wagon has one fate 
—death unless claim ed. T h at’s the 
best deal he can m ak e— useless 
death and valueless disposal. So I 
can’t find any holes in the new 
bill, w hich is m eeting th e usual 
violent opposition, to legalize the 
use of im pounded anim als as ex­ 
p erim ental fodder. T h ere is no 
threat to pets. The dogs aren ’t 
tortured in th# labs. T hey are 
excellently fed and tended, and 
are in v ariab ly anesthetized when 
they a re operated on. Those that 
die in th e process are no deader 
than th e y would be if they were 
destroyed in a pound. 
T here’s no point 
in 
dw elling 
lengthily on the advance in m edi­ 
cal science that m ight have been 
im possible w ithout 
th e 
experi­ 
m ental us# of anim als. A nesthesia 
itself, th e iron lung. ACTH, and 
insulin a re just a tiny few boons 
to m ankind that w ere developed 
through anim al experim ent. I be­ 
lieve only 30 dogs died to m ake in­ 
sulin possible, and m aybe some 
m illion-plus 
diabetics 
are
